1 . This application contains clainns directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the clainned invention: 

I. Species of obtaining information of the plurality of print jobs composed (after 
being composed) by the processor disclosed fig. 10 (fig. 10 is an example of information 
of plurality print jobs composed by the processor) 

II. Species of obtaining respective layout information of the plurality of document 
data (layout information before being composed) disclosed on page 21, lines 17-25. 

2. Explanation: The present invenfion is directed to composing multiple print jobs 
into a composed print job (page 20, lines 25-26, page 27, lines 22-25, specification) and 
previewing the composed print job. In the specification, applicant disclosed both the 
composed print job and the multiple print jobs have layout information. The layout 
information of the each of multiple print jobs before they are being composed is located 
in a job setting file (see page 17, lines 16-27, page 21, lines 10-25 and page 22, lines 
10-21, specification). The layout information of a composed print job is stored in a job 
output setting file specially designed for the composed print job (page 45, lines 16-27 
specificafion, fig. 10) Fig. 10 is an example of the job output setting file of the composed 
print job. A composed job could be viewed as one job (page 20, lines 25-28). 
According to the invenfion, the previewing of the composed print job would used layout 
information of the composed job (one job) stored in the job output setfing file of the 
composed print job (species I) or using individual layout information of the multiple print 
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jobs before they are composed into one composed job (species II) and stored in their 
individual job setting file. 

In reviewing the claims, for example claim 33 belongs to species II because the 
preview control means obtains respective layout information of the plurality of document 
data (individual print jobs before being composed into a single composed print job) 
designated by the designation means. 

Another example: claim 1 belongs to species I because a previewer adapted to 
obtain layout information of the plurality of print job COMPOSED (after print jobs are 
composed forms a composed print job) by the processor. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic. 

4. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 

U.S.C. 1 03(a) of the other invention.
